EAR Friends, Brethren, and 
I) Siſters, Called of God in 

Chriſt Jeſus, to the Sanctiſica- 
tion of the Spirit, and Belief of the 
Truth, that you may ſhew forth the 
Vertue of him that hath called you 
out of - Darkneſs into his marvellous 
Light, by bringing forth the Fruits 
of the Holy Spirit in Love unfeigned, 


Amen. 
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The Chief end of the following 
Collection of the Holy Scriptures re- 
lating to Charity, is for the ſtirring up 
of the Negligent to a more fervent 
and zealous Diſcharge of their Duty 
towards the Poor; and alſo for the 
opening the Underſtandings of ſuch 
as are not ſo clearly convinced of 
their Duty in this reſpect, if any 
ſuch there be, ſo that all may be 
left without Excuſe; for as much as 
it doth plainly appear by the Holy 
Scriptures, that Charity to the Poor 
is an Incumbent and Indiſpenſable 
Duty upon all Chriſtians, as the 
Lord ſhall bleſs them with this Worlds 
Goods. 

And this will plainly appear, if 
we will take notice of the Command 
of God, and the Practices, Exhortati- 
ons and Admonitions of his Servants 
in every Diſpenlation, both before 
and from the giving forth of the Mo- 

ſaical Law, to the Eſtabliſhment of 

the Churches in the Apoſtles days. 


Note, Thus we may plainly fee 
and underſtand, that in the giving 
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forth of the Law by the Hand of 
Moſes, (the true Servant and Prophet 
of the Lord) what a peculiar Care 
was taken of the Poo and Needy, 
and that from the Command of the 
Lord unto the Church of the Jews 
in the Wilderneſs, and was binding 
unto them in after Ages, as will ap- 
pear by the Writings of the Prophets, 
ſuppoſed to be before the Law given 
by God to Moſes. 

We read in the Book of Job, the 
Servant of the Lord, how his bowels 
yearned to the Poor and Helpleſs, 
and how his Spirit Simpathized with 
them in their Diſtreſs; whereby it 
may be clearly ſeen, that in Charity 
as well as in Patience Job was a great 
Example unto the Age he then lived 
in; and his good Works are Record- 
ed with the reſt of the Righteous, 
that after Ages might be found in the 
Pꝛactice of the ſame, according to 
their Abilities; ſor you may Read 
Job 29. 11, 12, 13, 14, 15, 16. what he 
ſaith himſelf in theſe words: When 
© the ear heard me, then it bleſſed 
me; and when the eye ſaw me, it 
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gave witneſs unto me: Becauſe I de- 
* livered the Poor that cried, and the 
* Fatherleſs, and him that had none 
* to help him. The bleſſing of him 
that was ready to periſh, came up- 
on me: and I cauſed the Widows 
heart to ſing for Joy, I put on 
righteouſneſs, and it cloathed me: 
my judgment was as a robe and 
diadem, I was eyes to the blind, 
and feet was I to the lame; I was 
Father to the Pooz, and the cauſe 
I knew not, I ſearched out. Job 
30. 25. Did not I weep for him 
that was in trouble, was not my 


Soul grieved for the Poo ? 


Job 31. 16, 17, 19, 20, 21,22, 23. 
If I have with-held from the Poo 
their deſire, &c. or have eaten my mor- 
{cl alone; and the Fatherleſs have 
not eaten thereof; if I have ſeen 
any periſh for want of cloathing, or 
any Pooz without covering; if his 
loyns have not bleſſed me, &c. If 
I have lift up my hand againſt the 
Fatherleſs, when I ſaw my help in 
the gate, &c. Then let mine arm fall 
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from the ſhoulder blade, and my 
arm be broken from the bone ; for 
deſtruction from God was a terror 
to me, and by reaſon of his highneſs 
I could not endure. 


Levit. 19. I, 2. & 9, 10. * And 
the Lord ſaid unto Moſes, ſpeak un- 
to the Congregation of the Children 
of Iſrael, and fay unto them, ye 
ſhall be Holy, for I the Lord your 
God am Holy, &c. When ye 
reap the Harveſt of your Land, thou 
{halt not wholly reap the corners 
of thy Field ; neither ſhalt thou ga- 
ther the gleanings of thy Harveſt; 
thou ſhalt leave them for the o 
and Stranger, I am the Lord your 
God ; and Chap. 23. 22. Thou 
ſhalt not make clean riddance of the 
corners of thy Field when thou Rea- 
peſt, neither ſhalt thou gather any 
of the gleanings of thy Harveſt ; 
thou ſhalt leave them unto the 


Pooz. 


Deat. 23. 19. When thou cut- 
teſt down the Harveſt in thy Field, 
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and haſt forgot a Sheaf in the Field, 
thou ſhalt not go again to fetch it, 
it ſhall be for the Szranger, the Fa- 
therleſs and the Widow, that the Lord 
thy God may bleſs thee in all the 
works of thine hands, 


Deat. 15. 7, 8, 9, 10, 11. © If 
there be a Pooz man of thy bre- 
thren within any of thy Gates, 
in the Land which the Lord thy 
God giveth thee, thou ſhalt not 
harden thy heart, nor ſhut thine 
hand from thy Poo Brother. But 
thou ſhalt open thine hand wide 
unto him, and ; ſhalt ſurely lend 
him ſufficient for his need, in that 


which he wanteth. Beware that 
there be not a thought in thy wick- 


ed heart, ſaying, the ſeventh Year 


of Releaſe is at hand, and thy Eye 


be evil againſt thy Pooz Brother, 
and thou giveſt him nought, and he 
cry unto the Lord againſt thee, and 
it be Sin unto thee ; Thou ſhalt ſure- 
ly give him, and thine heart ſhall 
not be grieved when thou giveſt 
unto him; becauſe for this * 
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the Lord thy God ſhall bleſs thee 
in all thy works, and in all that 
thou putteſt thine hand unto. For 
the Pooz ſhall never ceaſe out of 
the Land; therefore T Command 
thee, ſaying, open thine hand wide 
unto thy Brother, to thy Pooz, and 
to thy Needy in thy Land. 
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Levit. 25. 35, 36. If thy Bro- 
ther be waxen Pooz, and be fallen 
into decay with thee, then thou ſhalt 
relieve him, yea, though he be a 
Stranger, or a Sojourner, that he 
may live with thee. 
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David, who was a Man after 
Gods own heart, and a King and 
Prophet in 1/rae! ; how often he was 
concern'd for the Cauſe of the Pooz, 

will plainly appear to them that will 
read his Pſalms; wherein we may ſee 
the Cauſe of the oo often come 
before him, we ſhall inftance a few 
Places. 


Pal. 41. 1, 2. * Bleſſed is he that 
* conſiderezh the oo, the Lord will 
| deliver 
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* deliver him in the time of trouble; 
the Lord. will proſper him, and 
© keep him alive, and he ſhall be bleſ- 
© fed upon the Earth, and thou wilt 
© not deliver him into the will of his 
Enemies. Sce the bleſſing the Lord 
hath in ſtore for them that truly con- 
ſidereth the Cauſe of the Poox ; and 
Pſalm 82. 3, 4. hegiveth this Exhorta- 
tion: Defend the Pooz and Fat her- 
* leſs, do Juſtice to the Afflicted and 
* Needy ; deliver the Pooz and 
© Needy, rid them out of the hand of 
the Wicked. And P/al. 112. 1, 4, 
© 5, 9. © Bleſſed is the Man that 
* teareth the Lord, that delighteth in 
© his Commandments. — Unto the 
* Upright there ariſeth Light out of 
s Parkneſs, he is Gracious, and full 

of Compaſſion, and Righteous; a 

good Man ſheweth favour and lend- #4 

eth, he will guide his Affairs with 

Diſcretion ; he hath diſperſed, he 

hath given to the P9302, his Righte- 

ouſneſs endureth for ever.

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Solomon alſo had the Cauſe of the 
Pooꝛ before him, and ſaid, Prov, 14. 
21, 31. e that hath mercy on the 
* Poo, happy is he; he who op- 
* prefſeth the Poor, reproacheth his 
Maker; but he that honoureth him, 


* hath mercy on the Pod. 


Prov. 11. 24, 25. There is that 
* ſcattereth, and yet increaſeth, Cc. 
© The Liberal Soul ſhall be made Far, 
© and he who watereth, ſhall be wa- 
* tered himſelf, 


Prov. 20. 21. The Poor is even 
* hated of his Neighbour, but the 
5 Rich hath many Friends. But in 
reproof to this Spirit, he faith: * He 
that deſpiſeth his Neighbour Sin- 
* neth, but he that hath mercy on 


* © the Pooz, happy is he. 


Prov. 21. 13. Whoſo floppeth 
© his Ears to the Cry of the Poor, he

on the Poor, lendeth to the Lord, 
and that which he hath given, will

Prov. 22. 9. He that hath a boun-

Prov. 28. 27. He that giveth 
© unto the Poor ſhall not lack; but he 
© that hideth his Eyes ſhall have many 
© a Curſe. 


The Prophet 1/atah ſpeaking in the 
Name of the Lord unto the Houſe of 
Jacob, and ſhewing of them their Sins, 
and reproving their Formalities in 
their degeneration, ſhewed plainly un- 
to them the Faſt that he had not, and 
alſo which he had choſen. And one 
mark of the Faſt which the Lord hath 
choſen, is deſcribed in theſe words, 
(I/a. 58. 7.) Is it not to deal thy Bread 
to the Hungry, and that thou bring the 
Boot that are caſt out to thy Houſe; 
when thou ſeeſt the Naked that thou co- 
ver him, and that thou hide not thy ſelf 
| 0” from 


from thine own fleſh. 
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And the Prophet 
Ezekiel, in deicribing the marks of a 
Juſt Man, this is one, hat he hath 
given his Bread to the Hungry, and 
covered the Naked with a Garment, Ezck. 
18. 7. 

Note, Many more Inſtances might 
be produced out of the Books of the 
Prophets, to ſhew the Godly and ſin- 
cere compaſſionate concern that re- 
mained upon the hearts of the Righte- 
ous for the Pooz and Needy, and 
them that were in Diſtreſs and Trou- 
vie, But thoſe Scriptures here quoted 
are ſufficient for the Proof hereof; as 
alſo that the Commands of the Lord 
given by Moſes to the Church of 
the Jews in the Wilderneſs, was bind- 
ing unto them in after Apes, as the 
Writings of the Prophets teſtifie. 

The Church of the Jews alſo, when 
Jeſus Chriſt was upon the Earth, was 
in the Practice of Charity to the Poox, 
as doth plainly appear by the words of 
Jeſus, Mat. 12. 41. And Jeſus ſate 
overagainſt the Treaſury, and beheld the 
People caſt Money into the Treaſury, and 
many that were Rich caſt in much; and 
there 
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there came 4 certain Pooz Widow, and 
ſhe threw in two Mites, which make a 
Farthing ; and he called unto him his 
Diſciples, and ſaith unto them, werily I 
ſay unto you, that this Poor Widow hath 
caſt more in, than all they which have caſt 
into the Treaſary, for all they aid caſt in 
of their abundance, bat ſhe of her want 
did caſt in all that ſhe had, even all her 
living. 

And what a great value Jeſus put 
on Charity, will be clearly ſeen, if we 
{ſhall read and obſerve what he faith, 
when he giveth a deſcription of the 
General and Laſt Day of Judgment, 
Matth. 25. 31. to the end. Whey the 
Som of Man ſhall come in his glory, and 
all the holy Angels with him, then ſhall 
he fit upon the throne of his glory. And 
before him ſhall be gathered all Nations ; 
aud he ſhall ſeparate them one from ano- 
ther, as a ſhepherd diviaeth the ſheep from 
the goats: And he ſhall ſet the TL on 


his vioht hand. but the goats on the left. 
Then ſhall the Ming ſay unto them on his 
»iobt hand, Come ye bleſſed of my Father, 
inherit the kingdom prepared for you from 
rhe founaation of the world, For I was 

an 
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an hungred, and ye gave me meat; I was 
thirſty, and ye gave me arink ; I was a 
ſtranger, and ye took me in: Naked, and 
ye clothed me: TI was ſick, and ye viſited 
me; I was in Priſon, and ye came unto 
me. Then ſhall the righteous anſwer him, 
ſaying, Lord, when ſaw we thee an hun- 
gred, and fed thee? or thirſly, and gave 
thee drink ? When jaw we thee a ſtran- 
ger, and took thee in? or naked, and 
clothed thee? Or nhen ſaw we thee ſick, 
or in Priſon, and came unto thee? And 
the Ring ſhall anſwer, and ſay unto them, 
Perily I ay unto you, inaſmuch as ye 
have done it unto one of the leaſt of my 
brethren, ye have done it unto me, Then 
ſhall he ſay unto them on the left hand, 
depart from me, ye curſed, into everla- 
ſting fire, prepared for the Devil and bis 
Angels. For I was an hungrea, and ye 
gave me no meat; I was thirſly, and 
Je gave me no arink: I was a ſtranger, 
and ye took me not in: naked, and ye 
clothed me not: ſick, and in Priſon, and 
Je viſited me not. Then ſhall they 
anſwer him, ſaying, Lord, when ſaw we 
thee an hungred, or a thirſt, or naked, 
or a ſiranger, or ſich, or in Priſon, and 
6 did 
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did not miniſter unto thee? Then ſhall 
he anſwer them, ſaying, werily I ſay unto 
you, In as much as ye did it not to one of 
the leaſt of theſe, ye did it not to me. 
And theſe ſhall go away into everlaſting 
puniſhment ;, but the Righteous into Life 

Eternal. Bs 
Note, Now wherefore did our Lord 
ſet forth ſo plainly and fully the end 
of the Righteous, and Unrighteous, 
but that we might hear him, and be 
warned and prepared for that Day, by 
being found doing the Sayings of 
Chriſt, that ſo our Building may ſtand 
in the day of Tryal, ſo ſhall we be 
accepted of the Father in the beloved, 
And it doth very clearly appear, that 
the Apoſtles and Diſciples of our Lord 
Jeſus were very ſtrict in the diſcharge 
of their Duty, in this as well as in 
other reſpects; For after the Aſcen- 
fion of our Lord, according to the 
Command of Jeſus, they departed not 
from Jeruſalem, but waited for the 
Promile of the Father ; which, faith he 
ye have heard of me, &c. And they 
continued with one accord and the Pro- 
miſe of the Father they did receive; and 
* they 
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they were filled with the Holy Ghoſt, and 
began to ſpeak with Tongues, as the Spirit 
gave them utterance, Acts 2. 4. And 
Acts 4. 31, 32. 33, 34, 35. And they 
were all. filled with the Holy Ghoſt, and 
they ſpake the word of God with boldneſs ; 
and the multitude of them that believed 
were of one Heart, and of one Soul, and 
with great power gave the Apoſtles witneſs 
of the Reſurrection of the Lord Jeſus; 
and great Grace was upon them all, Nei- 
ther was there any among them that 
Lacked; for as many as were Poſſeſſors 
of Lands or Houſes ſold them, and brought 
the prices of the things that were ſold, and 
laid them at the Apoſtles feet, and diſtri- 
bution was made unto every Man accord- 
ing as he had need. Now this is very 
obſerveable, that the Power and Spirit 
of the Lord Jeſus fo migticily prevaiPd 
upon the hearts of the Believers, that 
they were of one Heart and Soul; and 
great Care was upon the Apoſtles to 
diſcharge their Duty that none might 
Lack, but that a Diſtribution was made 
to every Man according to his Need : 
So that by this means, the Believers 
that were Pooz were taken Care of, 
- B and 
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and were not ſent to Unbelievers to 
be relieved. But when the number of 
Diſciples was multiplied, there aroſe a 
murmuring among the Grecians becauſe 
their Widows were neglected in the 
daily Miniſtration; then the Twelve 
called the multitude of the Diſciples 
unto them, and ſaid, It 7s not reaſon 
that we ſhould leave the word of God and 
ferve Tables; wherefore Brethren, look 


Jau out among yon ſeven Men of honeſt 


Report, full of the Holy Ghoſt, and Wiſ- 
dom, whom we may appoint over this Bu- 
ſineſs; but we will give our ſelves conti- 
nually to Prayer, and to the Miniſtry of 
the word, So then the Apoſtles were 
ſomewhat eaſed, and the Deacons ſup- 
plied that Service. And as Chriſtia- 
nity increaſed, and Churches and Con- 
gregations were gathered, the Apoſtles 
in the Power and Wiſdom of Chriſt 
gave forth many Exhortations to the 
Believers that they might be Charita- 
ble; and Paul ordered that Contributi- 
ons ſhould be made for the Saints, in 
the Churches of Corinth and Galatia, 
1 Cor. 16. 1, 2. Vom concerning the 
Collection for the Saints, as I have given 

| order 
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E 
order to the Charches of Galatia, even fo 
do ye ;- upon the firſt day of the Week let 
every one of you lay by him in ſtore, as God 
hath proſpered him. And we doubt not 
but that it will very freely be granted, 
that the Apoſtle Pau! had the mind of 
Chriſt in Charity (to the Poo Saints) 
as well as in other Matters committed 
unto his Charge. And how many Ex- 
hortations on this account, as well as int 
other reſpects are left upon Record (for 
our Learning) that we might be found 
walking in the ſame ſteps that they 
walked in. And he argueth very ſub- 
ſtantially and convincingly from the 
Members of the Natural Body, Rom. 
Chap. 12. 4, 5. Shewing thereby that we 
being many are one Body in Chriſt, and 


every one Members one of another ; and 


hereby he ſheweth the Believers how 
they ought to live in Love as Members 


of one Body (of which Chrift is Head) 
to ſerve one another; and therefore he 
Exhorted them, and faid, ver. 9, 10. 
Let Love be without diſſimulation, abhorr 


that which is Evil, cleave to that which 


is Good; be kinaly aſfectionated one 10 
another with Brotherly Love, &c. ver. 
B 2 13. Di-

13. Diſlribating to the Neceſſity of the 
Saints, given to Hoſpitality, ver. 15. 

Rejoyce with them that rejoyce, and Weep 

with them that weep. Thus did hk 
Heavenly Man Labour in the Spirit of 
the Lord Jelus, to keep the Believers 
in that Spirit wherein they might 1a all 
Conditions Simpathize one with ano- 
ther; that ſo as Members of one Body 
they might be truly helpful one unto 
another, ſerving one another in the 
Love of Chriſt, which was abundantly 
med abroad in the Believers Hearts in 
thoſe days. Alſo the fame Apoſtle in 
his Epiſtle to his Son Timothy, bids 
him (1 Im. ch. 6. ver. 17, 18, 19.) 
Charge them that are rich in this W aa 

that they be not high minded, nor truſt 
in tuncertain Riches, but in the Li- 
Vino Cod, who giveth as richly all things 
to enjoy; that they do good, that they be 
rich in good works, ready to Diltribute, 


willing to Communicate; laying up 4 
Good Foundation againſt the time to come, 


that they may lay hold on Eternal Life. 
And Hebrews 13. 16. But to do Good 
and Communicate forget not, for with 
ſuch Sacrrfices God is ow pleaſed, Like- 


wile

wiſe John the beloved Diſciple of the 
Lord Jeſus, whoſe Soul was filled 
with the Love of God, he ſpeaketh 
very fully and clearly to this matter, 
whereby we may plainly perceive in 
whom the Love of God dwells, and in 
whom not, 1 John 3. 16, 17, 18. 
He-reby perceive we the Love of God, be- 
ca , he laid aown his Life for aus, 
and we ought to lay down our Lives for 
1» Brethren ; but whoſo hath this Worlds 
Goods, and ſeeth his Brother have need, 
and ſhutteth up his Bowels of Compaſſion 
from him, how dwelleth the Love of Goa 
in him; my little Children, let us not 
love in word, neither in Tongue, but in 
Deed and in Truth; and hereby we know 
that we are of the Truth, and ſhall aſſure 
our hearts before him. (And there is 
no other way for the People of God 
to know the Seal of Aſſurance before 
the Lord, and a laying hold of Eternal 
Life, but by witneſſing the love of 
Chriſt to dwell in their Hearts;) and 
hereby will the true Believers in the 
Lord Jeſus ſhew forth the Vertue of 
him, that have called them out of 
Darkneſs into his marvellous Light ;

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by which all Men ſhall know that they 
are his Diſciples, if they dwell in his 
Love. For it is alone in this Love that 
they have a true Senſe one of another, 
and a Simpathizing in all Exerciſes one 
with another, and are ready to do 
Good, to Cheriſh Help and Succour in 
the time of Need, and fo be like him 
that hath called them, who was full of 
Compaſſion to the Poo and Needy, 
and while he was on Earth, went a- 
bout doing Good ; thereby leaving us 
an Example, that we ſhould follow 
his Steps. 

Now by theſe Scriptures . that are 
here Collected, it may be clearly 
ſeen, that in all Diſpenſations it was 
an Incumbent and Indiſpenſable Duty 
upon the People of the Lord to take 
ſufficient Care of the wor ; and alſo 
how Harmonious both the Old and 
New Teſtament is in this, as well as 
in other Matters; whereby we may 
perceive that the People of God in 
every Age were of one Heart and 
Mind; and therefore our hearty de- 
fires are, that this may be a Motive to 
ſtie up thoſe that have been 4

and Negligent in the Diſcharge of their 
Duty to the Pooz and Needy; that 
ſo they may eſcape that Sentence of 
the Lord Jeſus, Depart ye Carſed ints 
Everlaſting Fire; for I was an Hung red, 
and ye gave me no Meat, &c, Mat.

And may receive the Sentence of Come 
ye Bleſſed of my Father Inherit the Ring- 
dom prepared for you from the Founda- 
tion of the World, for I was an Hungry 
and ye gave me Meat, &c.

N Order that the Receivers of 
Charity may be duly Qualified, 
and worthy of ſuch Charity, it pleaſes 
God to open the Hearts of the Bre- 
thren to Communicate to them ; they 
ought to Conſider and Underſtand, 


That all Charitable Collections that 
were made in the Primitive Churches 
in the Apoſtles Days was for the Poor 
Saints. So that all Receivers ought to 
be ſuch, as are come in ſome meaſure 
into a State of Sanctification, and 
therein Perſevere; and that have been 
Diligent in their Vocations, and have 
diligently followed every good Work, 
and io continued walking worthy of 
the mercy of God, in opening their 
Brethrens Hearts in Charity towards 
them, by being Content, and gratefully 
acknowledging the Mercies they en- 


joy,

joy, and be Content with the things 
that they have, and endeavour to Diſ- 
charge their Duty as much as in them 
lies, in Care and Induſtry, and to be- 
ware of an Idle and Sloathful Spirit, 
according to theſe Scriptures follow- 
ing.
